AGED NAVAL 
COAL SHIPS 
AWAIT SALE 


Three Vessels With Many 
Long Service Records to 
Bring Fifty Cents Ton 


If the coal strike is ended, three 
of the Navy's oldest ships aficat 
will be sold for leas than 60 cents 
per ton. They are the colliers 
Nero, Brutus and Nanshan, and 
their sale for junking is being held 
up pending the outcome of the na- 
tion-wide fuel tie-up. The Navy 
has offered them to the govern- 
ment as emergency fuel 
but if the strike is ended they wil! 
be sold to A. Bercovich of San 
Francisco for less than $10,000. 

In 1898, when they were built 
by English shipbuilders for the 
United States Navy, the three craft 
cost $585,728. They have been in 
continuous service since, and hold 
several records for length of com- 
mission. 

But the high point of Mr. Ber- 
covich’s purchases at the sale of 
naval/’vessels at Mare Island re- 
cently was his buying of the U.8.5. 
Alert for $3771. Before she went 
out of commission at Mare Island 
last year the Alert had since 1917 
been station ship at the Los An- 
geles Harbor Submarine Base. 

She had seen nearly fifty years 
of active service, and is held to 
be the oldest vessel in the Navy. 
The Alert. bullt by John Roach at 
Chester, Pa., in. 1873, ie also said 
jto be the oldest steel gunboat 
}afloat. Mr. Bercovich will cut up

The $10,000,000 campaign now 
in progress for the University of 
Southtrn California is receiving 
the hearty support of the medicai 
profession, according to «a state- 
ment of Dr. Wesley W. Beckett, 
member of the board of trustees of 
the university.

Dr. Beckett, speaking of 
this unit, said that the University 
of Southern California has the best 
dental and law rchools on the Pa- 
cific Coast, and that if Los Angeles 
is to maintain its position in the 
first rank of educational centers of 
the country it must have a medical 
school in keeping with the progres- 
sive spirit of this section. 

To quote Dr. Beckett: “There is 
no place in the United States more 
in need of a medical school of the 
highest standards than Southern 
California. There is no place in 
the United States so far removed 
from a medical school as Los An- 
geles. Young men and women as- 
piring to enter the medical pro- 
fession equipped with the highest 
standard of medical education, as 
well as graduate physicians on the 
Pacific Coast who wish to take 
special work now have to go to the 
large hospitals and medical 
schools in the eastern cities.” 

Dr. Beckett is one of the fore- 
most authorities In his profession. 
He is chairman of the trustees of 
the Los Angeles County Medical 
Association, and medical director 
for the Pacific Mutual Life lLasur- 
ance Company.

It 
is said that the missionary prac- 
tically never hes a Hotavilla In- 
dian at his Sunday service, and 
that he must work by his personal 
visitations, while the children are 
schooled almost through com- 
pulsion. Visitors are not wel- 
comed. There are some compen- 
sations, however, for the Hoia- 
villa folk cling to their picturesque 
native garb. 

The ritual of the dance, when 
held at Hotavilla, more closely fol- 
lows the older style than at the 
other villages, and it is commer- 
claliged to a less extent. Indeed, the 
villagers make it known they would 
preter the white man to stay 


away at all times, leaving them 


the spectators must group them- 
selves on housetops or in the way 
dancers. At Hotavilla is 
a sizable plaza, open at one side, 
with a hillside on which thou- 
sands of visitors can see and can 
yet be out of the way. 


SHARP CONTRAST SHOWN 

In sharp contrast to Hotavilla 
is the near-by smaller village of 
Bacube, on the edge of the eastern 
mesa face. This settlement is of 
the muost friendly sort of folk, 
many of them from the large In- 
dian schools, willing to talk En- 
glish and pleased to welcome visi- 
tors to clean, white-washed adobe 
houses, with windows and doors 
and with cook stoves and sewing 
machites in evidence, while there 
even is @ small general store that 
cares for the mail. 

Oraibe, though once the largest 
of the Hopi towns, with a pop- 
viation estimated at 2500, now is 
in a fair way toward being desert- 
ed. The enake dance no longer is 
held at Oraibe. Yet this town pos- 
sibly is of greater interest than any 
other on the reservation. Save 
one, it is the oldest of the settle- 
ments, hundreds of years old when 
the Spahish loneers of 1540 
climbed its cliffs. Without doubt, 
it is the oldest town of material 
size now inhabited within the bor- 
ders of the United States.

Confucius said many thousand | 
years ago that “You cannot walk | 
straight on a crooked path.” The! 
Chinese lottery game was probably 
invented long before this. t is 
more honest than any other gamb-| 
ling game. Completely regulated | 
by the laws of chance the greenest 
player is as likely to win as the 
wisest gambler in China. The Chi- 
nese lottery is played in practic- 
ally every corner of the world. It 
has been played for thousands of 
years. Old lottery players call it 
the “unbeatable game.” 

A friend of mine in Chinatown 
estimates that there are 250 dens 
in Los Angeles where the game is 
played in the intervals of being 
broken up by the police. The men 
who operate these dens are merely. 
the agents of the fifty ora hundred 
lottery companies scattered in as 
many parts of the world. 

The light always burn low in 
Chinatown. Decrepit Chinese walk 
there at night as noiseless as soft 
winds blowing over graves. Once 
In a while one of them mumbles 
to himself as he emits smoke from 
a long pipe. 

I met one the other night who 
was so full of hop that he tried to 
sing an Irish song. But even then, 
this Chinaman was taciturn.

On viewing the Hinman collec- 
tion of old Staffordshire, the di- 
plomacy of the English in com- 
merce at once becomes apparent, 
for Young America had 
obtained er freedom through 
many hard-fought battles with her 
English enemy, yet the potters of 
the mother country immediately 
began prepa-.ing dishes portraying 
the beauties of the new country, 
not to speak of series after series 
of the victories and heroes of the 
new-born republic. We see in the 
Staffordshire of those times battle 
scenes fatal to the British, sea en- 
gagements of 1812, portraita of 
Geo Washington, Benjamin 
Franklin and many events of Gen. 
Lafayette’s famous visit to Amer- 
ica are depicted in a long series. 

rhese sketches were secured 
the potters from contemporary 
prints from sketch books of En- 
glish tourists and from artists sent 
overseas to secure impressions with 
the mother of the modern camera, 
the “camera-obscura”™ or camera- 
lucida.” By means of the then 
newly discovered process of trans- 
fer printing from copper oe 
these delineation were stampe 
upon all the various pieces of chi- 
na service shown in the Hinman 
collection, where, besides the hand- 
come platters of great size, are 
plates, tureens with their 
ladies, tea sets, toilet sets an 
many other articles in o4 china. 

Among other history-portraying 
scenes on the china in this collec- 
tion are New York as seen from 
Brooklyn Heights and from Wee- 
hawken, both etartingly significant 
of the growth of Gotham to date, 
and looked upon as priceless pieces. 
Classead with the two foregoing 
platters is that depicting the Bal- 
timore Exchange erected in 1820, 
as well as that lovely plate por- 
traying the headwaters of the 
Juniata River in Pennsylvania, and 
the Scudder Museum built in the 
Quaker City in Colonial times 
where those who first raised our 
flag flocked to gaze upon the curi- 
ositics from far-off lands and seas 
gathered therein.

machine shops. While today the 
production of pig-iron at Petrovsk 
is in excess of requirements. 

Petrovek is famous in one way 
—Iit has a Watt engine which per- 
haps is the oldest steam engine 
in use. Here came the “De- 
cembrist"” exiles, arriving in 1828 
and after, to furnish labor for 
the fron industry. They had a 
prison of their own where one of 
the inmates was Prince Troubetskoi 
the descendents of whose family 
are well-known in America. His 
name still could be seen at the 
Petrovsk prison when the Trans- 
Siderian Railway was opened in 
1902. 

The continental dtvide, or water 
parting between the Arctic and 
Pacific oceans separates Transbai- 


and these have political capitals. 


China, the Russians brought the 
Mongolia-China trade down the Sel- 
enga to a post which they built 
and entiek Verkne Udinsk. And this 
ie the capital of the western or 
Arctic slope. In Transbaikalia, 
only Selenginsk and Nerchinsk are 
older than it. Two things for which 
it is distinguished are that it shared 
in the China trade, as that trade 
existed before the coming of the 
railway, and it possessed an exile 
forwarding prison which was the 
'best one in Russia except that at 
‘the Russian capital. This prison 
[replaced one which had received 
within its walle many famous exiles, 
Besides having received Prince 
Troubetskoi, Mme. Breshkovsekaya 
passed through it four times. 

Then Verkne Udinsk has a 
famous church as old as the church 
and ruins of San Juan Capistrano. 
It was nearly two centuries old 
when the first traveler from 
America saw it about seventy years 

. And although in an earth- 
quake region, like California, its 
thick walle enabled it to escape 
destruction. The China trade 
brought an aristocracy of wealthy 
merchants Who built great estab- 
lishments comperable to anything 
of the kind in Bast Siberia, and a 
yearly fair still of great importance 
in the life and affairs of the Prov- 
ince. 

Verkne Udinsk was Transbai- 
kalia’s first capital, and became an 
administative center during the 
‘revolution. It is the military base 
for a soviet army of occupation in 
Outer Mngolia protecting Mongo- 
lian neutrality from abuse by ad- 
venturers trying to create a buffer 
state between Japan and Russia. 
It also is the key to China, the most 
interesting of East Siberian 
cities from the standpoint of practi- 
affairs. 

While yesterday in Transbaikalia 
is represented by the places I have 
described, today is embodied in 
Chita. And this is something hard- 
ly lees grim than what can be seen 
in Russia proper. Chita is the 
capital of the youngest republic, 
was 


Transbaikalia is one of the world's 
high republics; and as capitals go 
Chita is high, being 2148 feet above 
It is In Transbaikalia’s 
most important agricultural dis- 
trict, and the third most important 
agricultural district in East Sibe- 
ria. This is the city which owes 
ite importance and fame to the 
Polish exiles. To ten thousand of 
them and thelr descendants it has 
been a capital. When the origi- 
nal exiles began arriving it was only 
a Cossack etape on the Great Sibe- 
rian Postroad. Then it became the 
capital of the province with only 
a few hundred inhabitants. Its 
progress started when the Amur 
was opened but there etill was noi 
enough of it to impress its first 
Ameriean traveler, who wrote a 
book describing his Siberian experi- 
ances including two months spent 
in Chita. And while he referred 
to the Governors house, he 
mentioned no other place except his 
own lodgings and the police office. 

But more than all this the capi- 
tal of the youngest republic owes 
ite fame to the Polish women—the 


exiles who came ready to sign 
papers by which they condemned 
themselves to undergo the same life 
and hardships, and submit them- 
selves and their children to the 
same fate as thelr men so long «as 
the latter should live, They are 
commemorated in “Damskaya 
Ulitea”— Stréet of The Women, 
which they built, end in “Lady 
Troubetskol Street.”

LOSS OF THOUGHT 


New York Doctor Says Slumber is a 
Psycho-Physical Sequence 


There are several theortes as to 
what sleep is and what actually 
Causes it. Dr. J. Victor Haberman 
of New York discusses all of them 
in the Medical Record and comes 
to the following conclusions: 

“Bleep is a sequence of peycho- 
physical phenomena, originally 
more or less consciously associated, 
now running off automatically, like 
something down a groove. It is 
not a simple ‘least resistance’ 
groove, but rather a complex series 
of links or relays of conscious and 
reflex acts, associations and psycho- 
reflexes, now running off automa- 
tically, a peycho-plitysical series 
commensurate to an automatised 
association of acts and ideas. 

“Thus, at (approximately) the 
wonted time—night—we go to the 
wonted room, or a room set apart 
for sleep, a bedroom, and, though 
we may or may not at all be tired, 
start undressing, let up on mental 
effort ‘directde thinking.) go to 
bed, le down with muscles re- 
laxed, the room having been dark- 
ened, and, all being quiet, close 
our eves. The scene is actively be- 
gun but passively continued. Lit- 
tle by little most of the stimuli 
from the peripheri, ‘from the en- 
vironment,’ as Bchieich would say, 
have been turned off and our men- 
tal associations, for a brief spell 
still passively wandering, siow up 
and presently come to a standstill 
—and we're asleep. 

“One link naturally dovetails in- 
to the other. Darkness closes our 
eyes. It is, in fact, dificult to 


keep the eyes open in the dark,/ | 


and closed eyes siow 
ing. It ia dificult to think with 
cloged eyes, and waking is not 
possible (normally) without 
thought. 

“On the other hand, the cortex, 
L «. the ganglion cella, may start 
the sleep procese—and here, too, 
begins the chapter of abnormal 
sleep—by receiving an inhibiting 
potion, if we may conceive it #0, 
either through the accumulation of 
ite own fag products or fatigue 
products accruing in the body and 
brought thither by the circviation. 

“We can feel sleep coming on 
and in a measure strive to ward 
it off. Indeed, the fatigue products, 
whatever their nature, or, rather, 
their activity, may be combated. 
Thus, however fatigue products 
burdened we may be, if a book is 
interesting enough we § tirelessly 
read on. The need of completing 
a task may keep us at it lo past 
the usual sleeping hour. Desire 
for enjoyment (the dance, the card 
game) may make us quite immune 
to ‘products. They are aiso neu- 
tralized by morphine (infact, re- 
markably so). by caffeine and cig- 
arettes, and stimulants like « 
splash of cold water or cold tub, 
or by keeping in motion -—~and, 
finally, are put to actual reut by 
worry, care, fear, eroticiem and 
pain.”

RUBBER TRADE 

HAS TROUBLES 
British Colonial Production 
Exceells Demands | 


Report to Churchill Offers 
Little Relief 


Couguliery Restriction of

LONDON, July 24.—The rubber 
industry In British colonies and 
protectorates has hard times ahead 
of tt. That ts the opinion 
preased hy the committee appointed 
by the Colonial Secretary to inves- 
tigate the situation. 

The committee has fust made its 
report. It says the total world 
stocks of crude rubber at the be- 
ginning of the year were estimated 
at 219,000 tons. That was much 
more than the world required. 
Therefore it advises Winston 
Churchill, the Colonial Gecretary, 
to “contemplate with grave con- 
cern the position of the industry In 
British colonies and Protectorates 
unless steps are taken to reduce 
stocks and further to prevent over- 
production of rubber so long as the 
potential porma! production con- 


of consumption.” 
adds it is of the opinion that con- 
sumption is not likely to overtake 
production for some years. 

“There is no doubt,” the commit- 
tee goes on to may, “that much 
can be done in the direction of 
stimulating new and extended uses 
of rubber.” But thet may not help 
much, for the committee takes care 
to add: “This cannot tn iteelf pro- 
vide an immediate solution of the 
problem, since much time must 
necessarily elapse before any new 
and extended uses of rubber can 
become sufficiently to 
bring about materially increased 
consumption. Further should 
be realized that improved methods 
of manufacturing rubber products, 
such as tires. undoubtedly prolong 
the life of the article and conse- 
quently curtall the demand for raw 
rubber.” 

In the matter of the compulsory 
restriction of the production of raw 
rubber, the committee says the 
Dutch government, whose lands al- 
so produce much rubber, will have 
to be consulted.

ALUMINUM SAID TO RE 


AN AID TO PLANTS | 


METAL PRODUCES COLOR IN 


VEGETATION, ANIMAIS 
AND MINERAIS 


The metal aluminum is one of 
the chief constituents of the earth's 
crust, yielding precedence In quan-~- 


tity only te oxygen and silicon. Un- 


til recently it had been supposed, 
however, that it played no impor- 
tant part in the vital processes of 
plants or animals. This view is op- 
posed by the researches of a Bohe- 
mian scientist, Dr. Julius Steklasa, 
director of the government experi- 
ment station at the technical high 
schoo] in Prague. 

vestigation by Dr. Stoklase 
and his associates has shown that 


/the presence of aluminum is of 


great physiological importance in 
certain families of plants. Further- 
more, it is intimately connected 
with production of color in various 
plants and animals, and even in 
minerals. Drought-toving plante— 
those that thrive best in deserts, 
on steppes and on sandy beaches— 
contain very minute quantities of 
aluminum. Moisture-loving plants, 
on the other hand — those which 
grow in water or near it—contain 
very large quantities of this metal. 
Certain erytograms, such as sea- 
weeds, contain considerable quan- 
tities of it, even when dried. 

In the more highly organized 
plants aluminum is concentrated 
more especially in the underground 
portione—roots, bulbs, etc..—but it 
ie aleo stored up among the re- 
serve materials in thelr seeds. 
Those plants prefer: a moderate 
amount ef moisture, eontain but 
little aluminum when they develop 
in a dry location, but large quan- 
titles when grown on damp or 
swampy ground. Dr. Stoklasa con- 
cludes from his observations that 
aluminum exerts a marked infiu- 
ence upon the chemical processes 

hich take place in molisture-lov- 

plants. 

Another Interesting observation 
ie that the presence of aluminum 
acts as @ protection to the plant in 
solls which contain unduly large 
amounts of iron or manganese. He 
asserts that aluminum is an abso- 
lutely indispensable constituent of 
moisture-loving plants which veg- 
etate in a soi] rich in iron com- 
pounds, since these would other- 
wise tend to injure the cells. This 
investigator also finds that alumi- 
num, together with iron and man- 
ganese, plays an important role in 
the formation of the colors of 
flowers. 

“These three elements affect not 
only the intensity of the color, but 
aiso occasion the alterations of 
color which take place when white 
and pink flowers turn red, violet 
>. blue, or when yellow ones turn 
It is a curious fact also that 
when blue, violet, red and blue- 
green pigments are found in either. 
birds or beetles there le a greater 
content of aluminum than in the 
ease of other colors.

“Ulysses,” an Impressionistic Pseudo-Novel by James 
Joyce, is Hailed by the Critics as an Epochal 
3 Piece of Literature 


From time to time the world of; The key to the life and mind of 


letters awakes to the conscious- 
Bees that from among the tons of 
literature, real and alleged, that 
appear in each age, one has been 
produced that is epochal in its 
significance. This threatens to be 
the case with James Joyce's 
“Ulysses,” This is an alleged novel. 
published in English, or something 
akin to it. by Shakespeare et Cie, 
Paris. It is an octavo of 730 pages, 
priced at 200 france. It is not yet 
obtainable in the United States, 
and it seems improbable that it 
will ever bé on sale here, except 
in those literary biind pigs that 
may evade the keen eyes of the 
censor. For the fact that it is in- 
decent, obscene and vile in many

is attested by all the critics who

If it is recreation you seek, I 
daresay the best books for a vaca- 
tion are those which take you out 
of yourself at home And per- | 
haps, from the reading standpoint, | 

the best vacations are those spent | 
at home. A writer I know prefers | 
to relax within reach of his own 
book shelves and, as fiction is his 
trade, his hand is most apt to 
light, not on a novel, but on some 
volume of essays or history or bi- 
ography. Nothing, he says, more 
swiftly frees him from this hectic 


and jazz than a plunge at random 
into the tranquil world of Bos- 
well. He idles with Pepys, too, 
and Walpole, and is fond of the 


Louls XIV, Loule XV and Louis 
XVI with Sainte-Beuve for a cor- 
rective. Not that he scorns the 
moderns. Just now he is chuck- 
ling over Strachey's “Queen Victo- 
ria.” for he its familiar with the 
chief sources from which that sly- 
ly humorous and delightful work 
was distilled. Old Creevey, boon 
companion of Wellington and the 


Prince Regent, he thinks the most 
amusing of the early nineteenth 
century gossips and good company 
in any time or place. 

My friend's suggestions are, of 
course, rather visionary for the 
average person bent on a holiday. 
The load of literary luggage he 
would fancy could be managed 
only by such a plutocrat as-a cer- 
tain poetess who used to rough it 
de ituxe at Lake George with «a 
retinue of servants and a tent fit 
for an oriental pasha. The com- 
mon run of us scramble together a 
few books in the hurry of packing, 
buy an armful of magazines from 
the train butcher and repent at 
leisure of our choice. Under such 
stress I once carried off “Crime 
and Punishment” to beguile a July 
fortnight in a summer hotel, but 
the prophet Jeremiah would have 
been more hopelessly out of place 
there than poor Dostolevski. I sup- 
pose we ought td suit our reading 
to our surroundings. It heightened 
my own pleasure in “Esther Wa- 
ters.”” I remember, to read it in 
London, where every afternoon, as 
in the story. the newsboys' cry 
“All the Winner!” drifted to me 
from the street; and, though I 
have never tried it, it would be an 
interesting experiment to read Jos- 
eph Conrad or William McFee 
within sight and sound of the sea. 
For the mountains of California, 
surely, I should slip in my pack 
Clarence King's classic, “Moun- 
taineering in the Siqrra Nevada.”’ 
and a volume of Jo Muir's, just 
as in the East I should like to 
have with me in the country some- 
thing by John Burroughs. Ali of 
these men sharpen our eyes tre- 
mendously. 

But formal lista, I feel, are to 
be shunned.

TEXAS MOUNTAINS 


Baldy Peak the B Highest Sammit 
East of the Rockies 


In your editorial article headed 
“Two / Mighty _ Mountains” you 
named Mt. Mitchell in North Caro- 
lina as being the highest mountain 
east of the Rockies. This, I know, 
is the general impression, but it is 
incorrect. It is the highest moun- 
tain east of the Mississippi, but not 
the highest east of the Rockies, 
for Texas claims pre-eminence in 
that respect with Baldy Peak, 
which attain 


elevation of 1671 feet high 
Mt. Mitcheil. 


Texas is so often regardad as a 
prairie State that most people 
have everlooked the extent of its 
mountain altitudes. Texas has 
more mountains with an «altitude 
of more than Aooo feet than any 
other State in the South, even ex- 
ceeding North Carolina tn that re- 
spect by thirty-nine, Texas leading 
with 433 mountains of more than 
1000 feet elevation and North 
Carolina following with 394. Vir. 
ginia comes next with 875 and 
West Virginia with 264. 

But mountains of 1000 feet or 
over and under 2000 feet are hard- 
ly worth being classed as mountains 
in comparison with the lofty peaks 
exceeding 5000 feet, which are so 
abundant in North Carolina and 
Texas and in the Virginias. North 
Carolina has forty-five mountains 
or mountain peaks with an eleva- 
tion of more than 5000 feet and

Texas hax 
‘eight mountain peaks over 5606 
feet and under 6000 feet, with five 
having an altitude of between 
6000 and 7000 feet, with sik ove:

Bullding operations in the Mis- 
sion street and Fair Oaks avenue 
business section, however, bids 
fair to come to a halt until there 
is a decision on the matter of the 
six-foot “setback” lines which the 
City Council! wishes to establish 
between Magnolia street and Mont- 
erey Road on Fair Oaks avenue. 
This would force new atructures 
to have an eighteen-foot sidewalk 
instead of the existing twelve. 
Property owners are protesting 
against the move, stating that it 
le a change they do not desire 
‘and have not requested. It is 
| estimated that $75.000 worth of 
new buisness structures are being 
held up wntil this matter comes 
to a final vote. Those arguing 
against the “setbacks” claim they 
will cause unsightly jogs in the 
street and deprive owners of many 
equare feet of valuable property. 
The City Council maintains that 
the “setbacks” must be established 
if South Pasadena is to prey 
hahdle the Increasing crowds which 
throng her business district.

Business Reacts to Strike Menace; Demand and 


Supply; Prices 


W eck in Review 


BY CHAPIN 


Business progress waits upon the 
whim of a few labor leaders. The 
leading topic of interest continues 
to be the rail strike, and until this 
is cleared up the tendency will be 
to go slow and await Wevelopments. 
Southern California is in no dan- 


ger of suffering as a result of a 
rail tie-up, but the producers of 
the State: the fruitiers and the 
ranchers must swallow a bitter pill 
unless relief is soon forthcoming. 


|The farmers are doing their part 


to supply community wants with- 
out sulking or striking, and in the 
face of failing prices and untoward 


conditions have kept their produc- 


tion up to and above normal with- 
out receiving thé co-operation from 
distributing and transportation 
agencies they have a right to ex- 
pect. Business is straining at the 
leash, anxious to move forward, 
but held in restraint by the deter- 
mination of organized labor to as- 
sume an intolerable domination of 
necessary functions of everyday 
life. Just how long public pa- 
tience will bear with the  out- 
rageous effrontery of the etrikers 
will determine the length of time 
progress will be held up. 

In spite of disturbed conditions, 
vacations, heat and what not the 
week in Los Angeles was not with- 
out its compensations, and when 
viewed from the standpoint of bank 
clearings, retail trade, manufactur- 
ing and building activity it showed 
little diminution from the periods 
of normal progression which have 
preceded. 

From the San Joaquin a some- 
what pessimistic note is struck by 
the Pioneer Bank of Porterville, in 
ite financial letter 


strike “has already caused losses 
to the fruit men because of the un- 
certainty of delivery of perishable 
ae The losses to grow- 
ers here will be very heavy if the 
strike continues.” 

The same authority says that 
grape production this year wili 
show a 60 per gent increase, and 
that next year there will be an- 
other heavy Increase due to about 
56000 additional acres coming into 
bearing. Raisin prices have shown 
a marked cut. Cattle prices con- 
tinue to be in a slump in spite of 
shortages of supplies. Heavy sales 
due to feed shortage in Arizona and 
the Pacific Northwest have had a 
tendency to cut down the avail- 
able supply, but with cooler weath- 
er and a nation. ! advertising cam-

rd, rising prices are expected. 

In the central portions of the 
State orange production will be 
lighter than normal. Wheat aver- 
ages good, but the price is not 
profitable to the grower. The Pa- 
cific Coast wheat crop is nearly 
10,000,000 bushels short of last 
year. About the only bright spot 
in the bank's purview is in the 
olive crop. “Growers,” {t is said, 
“are facing the brightest prospects 
of the past few years, as the fruit

is coming back on the genera! mar- 
kets, and there is @ 


sales for the first half of this year 
increased about 10 per cent. in 
doliars and about 20 per cent in 
tonnage as compared with sales 
for the corresponding period of 
1921. Prices have been slightly 
lower this year than they were 
for the first six months of last 
year, but in most quarters a 
a slight advance is expected dur- 
ing the remainder of this year. 

While a good deal of competi-

Forty of the new opera- 
tions occurred in Los Angeles and 
Orange counties, and of the forty, 
twenty-two are at Long Beach. 
eight at Huntington Beach, seven 
lat Santa Fe Springs. and three out- 
side of the proved fielda There 
were six abandonmenta. 


CALIFORNIA PACKING 

California Packing Corporation's 
total sales of all canned goods to 
date already exceed those for the 
entire fiscal year ended February 
28. President indications are that 
the corporation's 1922 pack wil! 
exceed its 1921 output by 25 per 
cent, assuming that no difficulty 
is encountered in railroad trans- 
portation and that the to#ato crop 
proves normal 

California canners are now be- 
ginning operations on peaches, 
which generally constitute the 
largest single item in the State's 
fruit pack. As transportation con- 
ditions have an important in- 
fluence on sales, they also will 
have a bearing on the amount of 
peaches canned during the next 
six weeks. In regard to tomatoes, 
which fruit constitutes the eec- 
ond largest item in the pack, this 
crop has not yet emerged beyond 
the frost danger. 

Cherries and berries were short 
packs this year. 

RADIO AND OTHER SUPPIAES 

The demand for radio supplics 
which was so heavy a few weeks 
ago that dealers were unable to 
meet it, has receded, but dealers 
assert that it will improve in the 
early fall and remain steady until! 
the Christmas holidays, when 
another boom is anticipated. They 
make this prediction on the as- 
sumption that radio equipment 
will be a leader for Christmas 
presents, because of its possibilities 
to furnish enjoyment to the whole 
family. Electrical goods generally 
are somewhat less active then they 
were a few weeks ago, although 
there is a steady demand for 
washing machines and other 
household laborsaving devices 
Collections are fair and such slump 
as exists is seasonal, aided and 
abetted by strike conditions. 

School supplies at wholesale are 
active in anticipation of retail ac- 
tivity next month. Quotations In 
| these ‘lines are steady, and there 
appear to be few novelty offerings. 

Drug stores report seasonal ac- 
tivity in toilet articles with sick 
room supplies slow, and propriet- 
ary medicines slightly subnormal. 
Tobacco sales are increasing. 


MOTOR PRODUCTION 

Production of automobiles and 
trucks in July was 14 per cent 
under June production according 
to the estimated output of 246,600 
vehicles indicated by shipping re- 
ports to the National Auto Cham- 
ber of Commerce. The output was 
20 per cent better than July 1920 
and 389 per cent over July last 
year.

Cotton Market Has a Lively Week; Condition Re- 
port En ~uraging; Gasoline Cut 


a sharp decline during the first 
three geassions with an almost 


few days which brought the 
up to within a third of a cent a 
pound of its close a week ago. 
October cotton closed yesterday 
only 80 points off from previous 
Saturday, while December cotton 
was &7 points off. 

August is always a weather 
month in the cotton market and 
the course of prices from now on 
will mainly determined by 
weather reports from the south- 
orm belt. Excitement following 
the government's July 25 condi- 


traders nerves are getting a rest 
after the hectic sessions immedi- 
ately following the publication. 

It will be recailed that after the 

trade saw that the crops condition 
| bad falien from 71.8 per cent of 
normal on June 25 to 70.8 per 
cent on July 6, prices began to 
soar, only to suffer 4 reaction later 
that sent prices far below their 
original levels. One local cotton 
broker yesterday explained this er- 
ratic course of the market by 
slaming everything on the govern- 
merit's formula for making condi- 
tion reports. 

The traders only noticed, when 
the figures were first announced, 
that condition had dropped 1 per 
cent. They did not take into ac- 
count that at the same time, due 
to ite peculiar method of comput- 
ing, the government estimated that 
the size of the crop had increased 
from 11,064,000 to 11,449,000 
bales. Later a realization that 
the crop was actually 400,000 bales 
larger came upon the market end 
prices went into a long slump 
which was only checked the mid- 
dle of this week. 

California and Aritona cotton 
growers have a profitable season 
ahead of them with good crops 
and good prices. A broad esti- 
mate of this year’s yield places the 
Southwest's crop of short cotton 
at 200,000 bales and pima at 50,000 
bales. These figures represent 
50 per cent Increase in short staples 
and 85 per cent gain in pimas 
over last year. Many growers are 
reported to have taken advantage 
of the present high prices and 
have already sold a large portion 
of their crop for fall delive:, 
over 20 cents a pound. 

The world's largest cotton ranch. 
just acroaes the border from Calex- 
per acre this season than during 
cotton growing in thie district, ac- 
cording to the statement of H. H. 
Clark, manager for the Colorado 
River Land Company. 

. Clark expects to harvest 
75.000 bales from hie $5,990 acres 
planted to cotton on the company's 
landa. Other expert observers de- 
clare Clark's estimate ia too con- 
servative and predict totals run- 
ning as high as 90,000 bales.

Wholesale prices are now 20 
cents a gailon while the retail tariff 
is 2% cents, giving service station 
proprietors a profit of 3 instead of 
2 cents as formerly. However, it ts 
only natural under the laws of 
competition, that the gasoline re- 
taller will soon have to sacrifice 
hie additional profit and pass the 
reduction on to the ultimate con- 
sumer. So far. very few stations 
have taken advantage of the lower 
wholesale level but as soon as their 
iatocks of gasoline purchased at 
|higher prices has been worked off, 
| prices are likely to drop. 
| ‘The principal motive back of this 
reducing gasoline;prices is to pro- 
tect the interests of those retailers 
who have bought their fuel at the 
old 21 cents wholesale price. The 
reduction will eventually reach the 
public, probably tn ten days or less, 
after the primary channels have 
been thoroughly deflated. In the 
meantime, this reduction 
by easy stages, no serious losses 
will be suffered by the retailer. 

The only complication that stands 
in the way of making 22 cent re- 
tall gasoline a certainty in the near 
future is the rail strike. Refiners 
reported yesterday that they were 
having considerable difficulty in 
moving crude oll to their plants. 
Tt ie that the Santa Fe Springs 
field is almost completely isolated 
now as far as crude oil transeporta- 
tion goes. A rail tie-up will mean 
a curtaiiment of production that 
would, by its very nature, delay the 
downward price movement. 

Oll refiners and marketers eti'l 
insist that no reduction was justi- 
fied on the basie of the supply and 
demand situation. The June Cali- 
fornia gasoline’ statistics of the 
United States Bureau of Mines have 
juet been*made public and show 
that while gasoline consumption 
increased €4,000,000 gallons in the

We propose to widen streets 
mainiy through voluntary a - 
ment of the property owners the - 
selves, in precisely the same man- 
ner as Broadway was widened from 
eighty to ninety feet. With a year- 
ly expenditure of $23,500, I esti- 
mate that from 250 to 300 biocks 
of streets can be widened each year. 
The plan is perfectly practical, but 
it requires a body like the Traffic 
Commission to carry out « plan 
in a successful, intelligent manner. 

This constitutes one of the plans 
of the Traffic Commission, to plan 
new streets, and secure the streets 
themselves. It ts stipulated that 
certain ‘condemnation sults are 
necessary, where voluntary consent 
of the property owners cannot 
be secured. 

One of the missions of the Los 
Angeles Traffic Commission and 
the Board of Public Utilities, has 
to do with qhe securing of accurate 
information upon which engineer- 
ing conclusions may be drawn” To 
secure accurate traffic checks at 
times requires the servies of 250 
men. A small number of men can 
handle checks of less importance. 


REPLACE GUESSES 

These accumulated data are used 
with a feeling of absolute confi- 
denee by banks, business men, 
civic organizations, utility com- 
panies, and public legisiation will 
become more and more dependent 
upon accurate data secured in this 
manner. Accuracy will displace 
guesswork. 

Safety is one of the important 
subdivisions of traffic regulation. 
The various drives of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, the preas, the 
Automobile Club of Southern Ca)i- 
fornia, the safety council of the 
police department, of the public 
schools, and of the 4fraffic\ com- 
mission and various other agencies, 
are all having their effect upon 
traffi@accidents.

With an increase of 18 per cent 
in the number of autos and trucks 
in the year 1919, over the year 
1918, there was an increase of 42 
per cent in the traffic accidents 
during the year 1919, over the pre- 
ceding year.

The statistics for the past seven 
months show a similar improve- 
ment.

ANOTHER EINSTEIN TEST 
NTEREST in the Elustein theory of rela- 
* .tiv'ty will be revived by the eclipse of 
the sun which will take place September 
20, especially that part of his theory. which 
relates to the gravitation of light. After 
the last eclipse which was observed by sci- 
entists on the north coast of Africa and in 
Northern Brazil three years ago, the fol- 
lowers of Eiustein metaphorically carried 
him around on their shoulders, because he 
made a better guess than others as to how 
much light from staré “on the other side” 
of the sun and nearly in line with it would 
be deflected from a straight line in pass- 
ing that body towards this planet.

AND DISCOVERY

“Kansas City’s investigators found that 
the city had suffered unreasonably and 
without cause as a result of the smallpox 
scare, and investigation in this State would 
disclose also heavy losses, and as the fig- 
ures demonstrated above show, without 
warrant. To prevent a recurrence of the 
events of last fall in Kansas City, the in- 
vestigators there recommended that ‘the 
health board should add to its co-operative 
agencies an advisory committee of care- 
fully selected business executives. drawn 
from the various lines of business, for 
counsel in emergencies which affect the 
public heakth and welfare, who would de 
termine together when any diseases had 
reached alarming proportions, and also de 
termine what public precautions might be 
taken. Some such method of curbing 
spurious ‘epidemic’ scares niight secm to 
be desirable for Connecticut, which is one 
of the healthiest States in all the Uuion.”

No, the “average” movie fans are not so 
unintelligent as they appear to producers 
and exhibitors. They know perfectly well 
that the enthusiastic ads and publicity stuff 
do not adhere strictly to the truth. They 
know that the stories are mostly trite and 
inane; that the directors don't direct, and

S FOR the men “fans,” they had to meet 

& man and there was a little time to 
spare; or their wives make them go. Occa- 
sionally they offer no excuse except, “oh 
well, you have to go somewhere!” How 
many will confess openly that they go to 
movies because they wish to go? No doubt 
these people believe their own excuses. It 
is one of the astonishing traits of humans 
that no matter how dismally they fall In de 
ceiving others, they are nearly always suc- 
cessful In deceiving themselves. 

The man who has twenty minutes to 
spare and spends two hours of it in a mov- 
ing picture theater, must find sometiiing 
there that attracts him. He could wait 
other places, but he chooses a movie and 
the expression of his face proves that he 
is interested. 

As for the women, they are very clever 
indeed, not only at accomplishing what they 
wish to do, but even more clever at side 
stepping the doing of things that fail to ap- 
peal to them. There are few who attend 
movies when they do not wish to go. There 
are always children, cross husbands, com- 
pany. previous engagements, headaches, to 
come to their aid and furnish excuses. 

Then, why do they go? 

In an effort to find the answer to this 
question, recall how met—and women!'— 
often act at prize fights. Or, if you are not 
the sort that attends prize fights, notice the 
audience at a moving-picture of a boxing 
match. A lightweight boxer once said that 
one of the hardest blows he ever received 
was from a woman who struck him in the 
temple at a movie during the running of a 
fight picture.

What young man has not dreamed of some 
wonderful gir] whom he would recognize as 
his mate at her first glance; who would en 
dure perils by land and sea from which he 
would rescue her? 


What man, deep in his heart, really dis 
dains physical prowess and would just as 
lief jose a fight as win it? Breathes there a 
woman with heart so dead who never to 
herself hath said: “I could be as attractive 
as Theda Bara or Gloria Swanson—if I had 
their clothes and opportunities? Why do 
men enjoy watching the handsome, trim, 
stars, regardless- of their poorly- 
directed inane stories? Why do en- 
joy watching the gorgeously go stars 
who dance divinely, walk superbly and leok 
so alluring? Is it not for the same reason 
that they flinch and strike out with the si- 
lent figures of prize fighters? In other 
words, are they not, in the persons ofthese 
stars, enacting their own imaginary dreams 
and fulfilling some of their most secret de- 
sires? 


The popularity of a few great stars is 
more easily understood if one believes this 
to be true. It also explains the never-fail- 
ing success of the “old stuff,” as producers 
term it, the long-suffering innocent: the 
faisely-accused hero, the villain who meets 
a violent death; and t'e “happy ending,” 
with the male star rich, vindicated and hold- 
ing in his arms the One Girl. 

Nearly everyone harbors, albeit uncon- 
sciously, these desires to shine: to outdo: 
to love and be loved tremendously. But the 
work-a-day world seldom allows these 
dreams to be fulfilled. All sorts of handi- 
caps prevent men and women from living 
as they would wish. Perhaps it ie just as 
well! For if the young men spent all their 
time rescuing beautiful maidens and jump- 
ing over fences and from housetops, who 
would sell neckties or punch street car 
transfers’? ‘And if all the lovely girlie were 
kept bound and gagged in deserted cabins, 
waiting for heroes to happen along, who 
would teach school or pound typewriters or 
ladie out food fn cafeterias? 

No, these things cannot be, and well do 
the movie fans know it. They would not, 
consciously, have their world be one vast 
scenario; but once or twice a week, for an 
hour or so, they like to pretend that the 
world is a scenario and they are the stars.

Why is cancer becoming so alarmingly 
prevalent? “Regular” physicians cannot tell 
you, because they will not recognize the 


The main cause of cancer is overeating 
of proteid foods, especially flesh foods. 
When more food is eaten than can be 
assimilated by the system, the imperfectly 
sesimilated particules combine, and in case 
the soll is favorable, may take th® form 
of goitre, a tumor, or a cancer. 

Dr. William Mayo has stated in addresses 
that in his opinion the coffee habit is one 
of the chief causes of cancer of the stomach, 
a disease which kills annually more than 
90,000 men and women and is rapidly in- 
creasing. Dr. Bulkley, the eminent skin and 
cancer specialist of New York City, agrees 
with Dr. Mayo and goes a step further, hoid- 
ing that the use of coffee ig a cause not only 
of cancer of the stomach, but of cancer in 
other parts of the body as well. 

J. Byron Sloane, M.D., of Los Angeles, in 
a letter to me, writes: 

- “If yon will look over your correspondence 
(if you keep it) you will see, in a letter | 
wrote you about two years ago, I claimed 
that coffee was the cause of at least 80 per 
cent of all stomach trouble, cirhossis and 
cancer of the liver and cancer of the stom- 
ach. I am giled to see that somebody else 
has also -recognized the fact that coffee, 
and tea to a less extent, is ome of the 
causes of cancer. 

“Every coffeyfrinker, sooner or later, has 
a sore spot in what is known as the pit of 
the stomach, about an inch or an inch and a 
half below the bone, in the center. A num- 
ber of years ago | noticed that coffee and tea 
drinkers, especially coffee drinkers, were 
more subject to cancer of the stomach and 
liver, to jaundice, and to a yellow color, than 
any one else, and during the twenty-seven 
years since [I started the practice of 
medicine, I have been watching the effects 
of coffee, tea and tobacco on the human 
system, and in that time I think I have 
recorded about fotr cases of cancer of the 
stomach and liver in noncoffee drinkers, but 


hundreds of cases among coffee drinkers. 


“If you will go over the files im the health 
department during the last few years, you 
will find about 50 per cent of thé death 
certificates I have signed will give coffee 
drinking as the contributary, if not the 
direct, cause for the cancer or for a 4 
beased liver. The rate at which diseased liver 
or cancer of the liver and stongch its in- 
creasing is appalling. You can see them on 
the street by the dozens and if you will 
inquire, you will find that they have all 
been heavy coffee drinkers, or have beeg 
coffee drinkers since infancy. It is not only 
the coffee and tea, but all other drinks that 
contain an extract or alkaleid of coffee. 

“If people continue to eat cooked foods, 
white bread and drink tea and coffee, as 
they are doing in this cuuntry, in twenty- 
five years from now there won't be a healthy 
person over the age of 5 to 10 years.” 

The mistake. made by investigators of this 
subject is in seeking some one single 
dietetic cause, such as meat or sulphur or 
salt or coffee. It is no one single 
thing, but a combination of errors in diet, 
causes cancer, and other diseases. 
Principal among these are eating too much 
proteid food, especially meat, and eating 
largely of starvation foods, lacking in the 
fe and mineral elements. 

As to coffee, it is not so much the caffein 
that harms as the high temperature at 
which the beverage is consumed. Hot 
drinks and food irritate the delicate lining 
of the stomach, and if that irritation is 
continued for a long time, cancer may be 
produced, when the diet of a person has 
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habitually swallow drinks so hot 
would ecald the flesh, ff poured 
As to overeating. a person may over 
while eating little, if bis digestive 
organs are weak. A ten horse-power engine 
is likely to break down if you try to make 
it wee as much fuel as a twenty horse- 
power engine. When you eat 
food than you can assimilate, or than 
body needs to repair the small amount 
waste, you are storing up clinkers in your 
Veins, that will cause you trouble sooner 
ow later. As Dr. Thomas Powell of Los 
Angeles wrote in his book, “Fundamentals 
and Requirements of Health and Disease:” 
“Let others answer this great question 
as they may, I now affirm, and without the} 
slightest fear of successful contradiction 
that every cancer that ever occurred in the 
entire history of the world was composed 
of partially digested fibrous tissue, cellulose, 
woody-filber, or denaturised albumin—ma- 
terials that the individual, man or brute, 
could not for any reason reduce to peptone 
or its equivalent. In short, cancers owe 
their origin to the imperfect elaboration 
of the albuminoids.” | 
The great increase in cancer of late years 
is due firstly to the above cause, and second- 
ly—as suggested of late by several prom!- 
nent physicians—to the injection of fereign 
matter into the blood, thus obstructing the 
circulation. 
As to radium cures, the following dispatch 
from London was published in*The Times: 
“A serious warning of danger in the use 
of radium was uttered at the meeting of 
the Royal Society of Medicine. 


perts on cancer declared that clinical work- 
ers with radium may ultimately find that, 
instead of curing what they think is cancer, 
they have succeeded in producing cancer. 

“Another leading expert observed that 
after years of experience, he never had 
known deep-seated cancer to be influenced 
by radium. It was declared the ‘cancers’ 
cured by radium were .indistinguishabie from 
ordinary inflamed tissues.” 

Fifteen specialists, who reported the re 
sults of observations to the Chirurgical So- 
ciety of Paris, declared that the publii« 
should know the truth in regard to the use 
of electricity in cancer—that it does not 
cure cancer, but that i produces blood 
poisoning. The account as published in 
The Times concludes as follows:

That Which We Lack 


is a feeling which is common. It 
is the feeling which really says: “I 
am inferior.” Everyone, even the greatest, 
has this feeling. Goethe, in his own life 
time, was known as the greatest poet of 
Germany. He himself knew that he would 
probably be classed with Shakespeare as 
one of the world’s great poets. He was a 
very superior man, and knew himself so. 
Yet there were times when he sighed, “I 
am only a poet.” Why? Because he felt 
inferior before scientists. To him, ° the 
scientist was the greatest of men, and he 
himself tried to be one, and only made a 
respectable success. Feeling his lack in 
that regard, he had his times when he said 
to himself: “I am no good.” Was this 
foolish? It was very human. 


As Jung says, “We honor that which we 
lack.” 

One of England's great generals believed 
that a poet was greater than a general. 
He said something like this: “I would 
give all my fame and power to have writ- 
ten Gray's Elegy in a Churchyard.” 

There is another way in which a great 
man feels inferior. He feels that he cafi 
never come up to his own standard, that 
his dream outstrips his deed. When 
Michelangelo was painting the Sistine 
Chapel, creating immortal great art, he 
wrote in despair to a friend that he should 
Rever have begun the work, as he was no 
painter.

| The thumb print of the Bertillon system 
which is resorted to as an ald in identify- 
ing criminals has proved so effective that 
a professor in the University of Minnesota 
has worked out a similar system by which 
cattle may be identified by nose prints. A 
comment on the subject coming to the at- 
tention of the California Department of Ag- 
riculture states that the method serves to 
further restrict irregularities in the traffic 
of pure-bred cattle.
